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LB 427 would am end the Com m ercia l Dog and Cat O pera tor Inspection Act to allow  a com m ercia l dog breeder to be designated as 
outstanding. B reeders w ith this designation would receive a certifica te from  the Departm ent of Agricu ltu re and would be listed on the 
D epartm ent of A gricu ltu re web site. Breeders desiring the outstanding designation would m eet criteria established in LB 427. The 
D epartm ent of Agricultu re w o u ld  be required to adopt rules and regulations to govern the designation of outstanding breeders and to 
carry ou t m ore detailed inspections to determ ine if designation criteria  were met. It is estim ated tha t existing program  staff w ould be 
used to  carry out the provis ions of LB 427, although there would be an increased am ount of tim e spent on inspections of dog breeders 
and sta ff tim e spent to develop rules and regulations and m odify the agency web site.
